iniquity doth already work: only he 
who now letteth will let, until he be 
taken out of the way. And then shall 
that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming... 2 Th 27-8 


KJB “letteth” / “let”? means “withhold” [see Exodus 
5:4]. The Holy Spirit withholds the Antichrist un- 
til his time. 


Believers in God’s Salvation (John 3:16) are 


the Temple of the Holy Spirit [1 Cor 3:16 & 17, 6:19, 
2 Cor 6:16, Eph 2:19-22, 1 Peter 2:5-6] 


Thus we, as believers, are taken when the 
Holy Ghost is “taken out of the way”. Then the 
Antichrist is revealed. 


REVELATION 


ECGCK GF RE 


The Book of the Revelation of Jesus Christ 
covers in detail the “tribulation period” in chap- 
ters 6-19. Here is the structure of the book: 


Chapters: 1-3 
Chapters: 4-5 
Chapter: 6:1-2 


Church Era 
Redeemed are in Heaven 
The Antichrist Revealed 


Chapters: 6-19 Tribulation 
Chapters: 20-21 New Heavens and Earth 
Chapter: 22 “Recap” 


The term “Church” / “Churches” are used 19 
times in Revelation 1-3. And during the tribula- 


tion period the term “Church” is used ZERO 
times. 


Notice what the 24 elders in Heaven are say- 
ing in Revelation chapter 5:9-10 (some an- 
tibibles change this): 


they sung a new song, saying, Thou art 
worthy to take the book, and to open 
the seals thereof: for thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and tongue, 
and people, and nation; And hast made 
us unto our God kings and priests: and 
we shall reign on the earth. 


John, who dictated Revelation, is part of the 
Church [see Rev 1:9], look what he says: 


him that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood, And hath 
made us kings and priests unto God and 


his Father.. Rev 1:5-6

PROPHETIC

Enoch, the Gentile, “walked with God” and 
was taken by God before Noah's flood (which 
came upon the whole earth). You could even 
say he was taken before Nimrod (a picture of 
the Antichrist). 





Lot, the Gentile, was forcibly taken before the 
wrath of God was poured out on Sodom, Go- 
morrah, Admah and Zeboiim. 


Asenath, the Gentile, was married to her Jew- 
ish husband before the seven years of tribula- 
tion and was unaffected by the tribulation of 
their day because of her Jewish husband. 


Zipporah, the Gentile, was married to her Jew- 


ish husband before the tribulations on Egypt. 


Moses went up on the third day and the Lord 


came down when the trumpet sounded. 
[See the Jews' situation in Hosea 5:15-6:2, and 2 Peter 3:8] 


Rahab, the Gentile, is with Jesus ((Joshua) see 
Acts 7:45) and married to her Jewish husband 
before Adoni-Zedek (Lord of Righteousness 
(like the white horse of Rev 6:2)) is revealed in 
the text. 





Daniel, whom the book of Daniel is focused 
on, is mysteriously absent when the Antichrist- 
type king demands everyone to worship his 
idol which is 60 cubits tall and 6 cubits wide 
when 6 instruments are played. And the Jews 
who don't worship it are thrown into a fiery 
tribulation (oven) that is heated 7 times hotter 
than normal and are untouched (like the 
144,000 Jews in Revelation 7 & 14). 
FROG GF UNBELIEF 
if that evil servant shall say in his 
heart, My lord delayeth his coming; And 
shall begin to smite his fellowservants, 
and to eat and drink with the drunken; 
The lord of that servant shall come in 
a day when he looketh not for him, and 
in an hour that he is not aware of, And 
shall cut him asunder, and appoint him 
his portion with the hypocrites: there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. 
Mt 24:48-51 also Lk 12:45-48 


This guy believes Jesus’ coming is delayed 
(perhaps: pre-wrath, post trib, and amillenial). 
The “Fruits of Belief’ are opposite (sober, 
charity, etc). 


FROG GF BELIEF 

For yourselves know perfectly that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a thief in 
the night. But let us, who are of the 
day, be sober, putting on the breast- 
plate of faith and love; and for an 
helmet, the hope of salvation. 1 Th 5:2,8 


For the grace of God that bringeth sal- 
vation hath appeared to all men, Teach- 
ing us that, denying ungodliness and 
worldly lusts, we should live soberly, 
righteously, and godly, in this present 
world; Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the great 
God and our Saviour Jesus Christ.

Be ye also patient; stablish your hearts: 
for the coming of the Lord draweth 
nigh. Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned: behold, 
the judge standeth before the door.

Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and 


it doth not yet appear what we shall be: 


but we know that, when he shall appear, 
we shall be like him; for we shall see 
him as he is.

But the end of all things is at hand: be 
ye therefore sober, and watch unto 
prayer. And above all things have fer- 
vent charity among yourselves: for 
charity shall cover the multitude of 
sins. 1 Peter 4:7-8 


For this we say unto you by the word of 
the Lord, that we which are alive and 
remain unto the coming of the Lord 
shall not prevent them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with 
the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words. 1 Th 4:15-18 


Here Paul is comforting those who sorrow 
over the deaths of fellow believers; you have 
to admit there is no comfort in believing that 
you will have to deal with the Antichrist as a 
believer in Jesus. Rather, you constantly have 
your eyes on who the Antichrist MIGHT be 
rather than keeping your eyes on Jesus Christ 
coming to get us. This is NOT the fruit of be- 
lievers but the fruit of the followers of the An- 
tichrist. 


Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is 
he that watcheth, and keepeth his 
garments, lest he walk naked, and they 
see his shame. Rev 16:15 
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
